“CHISELER™ 


In an otherwise desultory 


meeting, Monday night, Select- 


man Nicholas DeFelice lashed 
whom he 
termed ‘chiseler’. 

It happened while DeFelice 
was examining the accounts of 
the Veteran’s Agent, Frederick 
Horton. DeFelice asked Mrs. 
Wavie Drew, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectman if Horton 
‘did a good job?’ Mrs. Drew 
assured him that, considering 
that Horton was on part time 
employment he did a wonderful 
job. ‘I have no doubt he does 
his best,’ said DeFelice, ‘but 
here is a case that I don’t 
like’, He was examining an 
order for 100 gallons of oil, 
for a Veteran, an order given 
by the town under ‘Veteran’s 
Aid’. 

The man in question, DeFelice 
declared, was no longer a res- 
ident of Wilmington, but ‘he 


had moved so recently that he 
still had a legal residenc 
here. He had sgld his house, 
and made a $3700. profit. He 
held down two different jobs, 
DeFelice stated, and was in no 
need of Veteran’s Aid. 

Hayward Bliss assured De- 
Felice that Horton was doing 
all he could to prevent money 
going to Veterans other than 
those in need. ‘He works 
nights, and weekends just 
checking’. 

DeFelice acknowledged this, 
and said that he had no doubt 
that Horton was doing a fine 
job.
